Missions At The Front Door 


Our world begins at our 
“front door.’’ The prophet, 
Isaiah, indicated the need to 
have a strong home base for 
World Missions, when he pro- 
claimed, ‘Spare not, lengthen 
they cords, and strengthen 
thy stakes." The deeper we 
drive our stakes here . . . the 
longer we can lengthen our 
cords of mission concern 


Why is Desoto County a 
place far such a good invest- 
ment of Mission money now? 
Recently, Walter Carter, su- 
perintendent of education, De- 
soto County, made this state- 
ment, “‘This_ is the fastest 
growing county, percentage 
wise, of any county in the 
United States.’"’ There has 
been in Desoto County schools 


a 20% increase in enrollment . 


over last year. 


Most of this increase in pop- 
ulation has come to the 
Southaven area, just south of 
the Tennessee state line, 
where Memphis is literally 
spilling over into Mississippi. 
Over 5300 white people have 
moved into this section with- 
in the last four years. 


The Desoto Baptist Associa- 
tion, a predominantly rural 
county, has only 20 churches, 
most of them very small, with 
only four averaging about 200 
in Sunday School. There. are 
only two incorporate towns in 
the county, Hernando, the 
county seat, with a population 
of about 2000 and Olive 
Branch, about 600. 

With the continued inflow of 
,people, the Southaven church 
with: the associational mis- 
thought it 
wise to begin a mission in the 
western area. The land com- 
pany offered a choice site, 3.3 
acres, for $15,000.00. The op- 
tion was obtained and plans 
were made to begin a new 
mission. The only available 
place to begin such a mission 
in this section was a' house. 

Finally;‘in the spring of 1965 
a house was found, the equity 
was purchased and the notes 
assumed by the Association. 
The first service was on April 
4, with Rev. Ervin Brown, su- 
perintendent of missions, serv- 
ing as chapel pastor. Very 
soon the attendance began 
running about: 100 and the 
house became inadequate. 

To continue to reach the 
people, the association de- 


cided to purchase a mobile 
chapel, 24 by 56 ft., with a 
seating capacity of 160. This 
was moved to the back yard 
of the house to provide an au- 
ditorium and additional Sun- 
day School space. The present 
membership of the mission is 
99, with 21 of these coming 
for baptism. 

The Sunday School enroll- 
ment is 209 at this date. On 
November 7, Dr. Chester -L. 


* Quarles assisted in the dedi- 


cation- service of the mobile 
chapel and the ground-break- 
ing service of the new church 
site. The mission has been 
constituted into the Colonial 
Hills Baptist Church and 
plans are being made for the 
first unit of their building pro- 
gram. 

” What Are Needs _ 

What Are The Needs? The 
associational leadership has 
been forced to the realization 
that we have needs that we 
simply cannot meet alone. We 
have sought, with the leader- 
ship of our Lord, to do what 
we can. We feel with our Phi- 
lippian brother of years ago, 
“Come over and help us.’’ We 
need this help now . : . so that 
in the near future we can 
reach a stronger helping hand 
to others! We list our needs, 
perhaps not in order of im- 
portance, and ask that you 
pray with us for His leader- 
ship. 

1. The new church site in 
western Southaven: purchase 
price $15,000.00, balance due, 
$7,000.00. This is a pressing 
need, as the Mission will have 
to pay this balance in their 
first building bond issue. With 
this balance out of the way, 
they could then build the des- 
perately needed larger first 
building. 

2. Two lots adjacent to 
church site: purchase price, 
$6,000.00 balance due, 
$5,000.00. At the urgent in- 
sistence of the Architectural 
Department, Sunday School 
Board, Nashville, these two 
house lots, while still vacant, 
were obtained to provide ade- 
quate frontage for future 
growth. me 

3. Mobile chapel: purchase 
price, $7,000.00, balance due, 
$5,500.00. This has proved an 
invaluable aid to the Mission 
thus far and will’be moved 
to the church site to continue 
to supplement the space need.

How- 
ever, a minister with prior 
military service whether as 
an enlisted or commissioned 
officer, can be commissioned 
in the Navy up to the age of 
3642 years.

All three services require 

120 semester hours of college 
study or a degree, and 90 the- 
ological hours or a degree 
from a seminary. Two years 
full-time or four years part- 
time pastoral.,experience is 
required for active duty as-

Evangelism means much more than merely add- 
ing people to the churches. Men need to be born again 
... to have a definite experience of regeneration. Ev- 
ery Baptist should be taught to- be an effective wit- 
— of this experience, and then sent into the harvest 
ields. 

All of this leads to missions, which, to Baptists, sim- 
ply means going into the whole worid with the soul 
winning effort. Southern Baptists are’ probably 
stronger right now in their missionary emphasis than 
in any other phase of their work. They are supporting 
more missionaries than ever before in their history. 
Yet, the needs grow greater with eaclr passing day, 
and the convention could do no greater thing than 
double its number of missionaries at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Where there are 2,000 foreign mission- 
aries supported by the convention today, 4,000 or even 
5,000 are needed. And where there are 2,500 home 
missionaries serving in America today, there needs to 
be 5,000, or more, as soon as possible. 

Southern Baptists, must then continue to enlarge 
their-missionary~ is._The convention will make 
gains in other areas of its work, only as it continues to 
press its mission program. ‘ ee 

All of this awaits the advance in stewardship. 
Stewardship includes the whole of life, but that in- 
cludes the stéwardship of money, and the faithful stew- 
ardship of money by_ Baptists, would provide all the 
funds necessary -for the needed advance in missions 
and evangelism. Southern Baptists now are giving 
around $600,000,000 per year. Faithful stewardship on 
the part of every Baptist would raise that to $2,000,000,- 
000-or $2,500,000,000 or even more. It is difficult to 
conceive what could be done in missions, church ex; 
tension, and other Christian witness, with such vast 
sums available. . 

All of this explains why Southern Baptists must 
continue the triple emphasis—evangelism, missions, 
stewardship. These three go together. They will keep 
Southern Baptists on the right track in a troubled 
hour. They will help meet the world’s spiritual need 
in a_time when it is needed most.

Prague Church Marks 80th Hos 


Anniversary 


Baptists in Czechoslovakia 
recently celebrated the 80th 
anniversary of the establish- 
ment of Baptist work in 
Prague. The first Baptist 
church in the city was organ- 
ized in 1885, with 16 mémbers. 

“A meeting took place in 
the house of Vaclav Cinekr, 
shopkeeper, in -which the 
Prague congregation was con- 
stituted,’’ reports quote the 
first minutes of the congrega- 
tion. “Brother Jindrich 
Novotny was elected pastor 
and Brother Vaclav Cinekr 
deacon.” 


The first Baptist congrega- 
tion in the area of what is 
now, Czechoslovakia had been 
forméd a few weeks earlier in 
the village of Hledsebe, 20 
miles north of Prague, as a 
result. of the .work af 
A. Meereis, pioneer Baptist 
evangelist and Bible society 
colporteur in various parts: of 
the Austro-Hungarian empire.

NO CONDEMNATION = . 
(Rom. 8:1-4) 


Man's redemption rests on 
-God's saving work in Christ. 


Even though the Christian is - 


in a continuing struggle with 
sin, thére is no verdict of con- 
demnation against him be- 
cause he is ‘‘in Christ Jesus." 
Freedom from condemnation 
means freedom from past 
sins and pardon for future 
sins. The explanation is that 
the Christian has been set 
free from the law of sin and 
death by the Spirit of life in 
Christ. The Holy Spirit has 
made effective in him the 
grace of God through faith in 
Christ. The Christian is, there- 
fore, liberated from the bond- 
age of sin and death and 
energized by the moral and 
spiritual power of the living

(I Peter 1:18-21)
